ineaii-lphited  taunt;  at  the  fame  time 
to  a  him,  that  fucli  oftk'ers  dil^raced  the 
country  they  iVrvcd,  and,  to  prove  he  had 
iidfieiuit  philolbphy  to  brave  the  ri^rijms 
I’l'iioted  on  him  by  a  tyrant,  bade  limi 
♦i..l  his  matter  that  he  fpiirned.  at  evei y 
oiKity  he  cotild  dcvife  for  Idm,  and  tr.nt 
}',e  never  woutd  fiie  for  his  lib*  ity,  or  e- 
ven  eiunmiferation,  from  To  iiniu'i  a  pcr- 
ieciitor.  'J'he  major,  as  I  renek  fay«<,  re- 
tin  nci!  this  anfw'er  to  the  kinp,  ulum  the 
(title  t^raw,  wtticli  was  littered  down  lor 
!:i^  h.*(b  was  taken  from  him,  and  he  was 
fvij  afterwards  fetl  on  a  fm  dl  portion  of 
bread  and  water,  winch  food  Itc  exifted 
Mp'ni  fornpwanls  of  IW  years. 

It  mnit  beremai  ked  that, before  Trenck 
trul  the  heavy  chains  upon  him,  he  was 
Ktnhned  in  the  narrow  cell,  when  he 
oitee  mote  made  a  lude  through  the  pri- 
toil  in  a  very  fingular  manner,  and  was 
very  near  efcaping.---Hc  contrived  to 
rnke  t wo  a|>eriuies  ;  the  one  fiiffitlous, 
and  the  other  he  intended  to  ntake  his 
t  foane  through.  I'he  titiliiiotis  hole  he 
filed  with  the  nibbiOi  out  of  the  real  one, 
i  in  lucli  a  manner,  that,  w'henever  his  cell 
wa^  vifited  to  fee  if  any  attempt  had  been 
made  to  break  out,  which  happened  once 
a  month,  or  perhaj)S  oftener,  the  guard, 
tiiulmg  a  heap  of  rnbbilh  concealed  by 
the  loofe  flap,  carried  it  out  of  the  prifon, 
and  irul  the  flag  re-fet  apain,  'I'his  he 
pra(itiled  until  fuch  time  as  he  liad  made 
lii^  ua\  through,  ulun  he  leaped  a  p/iia- 
pet  wall  (by  his  own  account)  50  icet 
high;  but  unfortunately  lighting  on  the 
ouf-woiks  of  the  fortification,  whtie 
there  were  ftveral  foldiers,  lie  was  again 
retaken,  and  brought  to  confincmeut, 
when  he  had  thefe  heavy  chains  farteiied 
tipon  him. 

Not  with  (landing  he  was  to  afl  appear¬ 
ance  fo  faftly  fccu’cd,  flill  he  had  the 
ingenuity  to  contri\e  a  nietliod  to  pick 
ti(C  locks,  by  a  key  wdiich  he  made  from 
a  piece  of  a  Ibldicr's  broken  comb,  whieli 
was  ilropt  in  the  prifon,  wdth  a  bit  of  tin 
wh’eh  h.ad  been  bn^ken  off  a  Unthorn:  the 
tin  was  tlie  iniliiiment  with  winch  he 
wotkrd  the  comb  into  a  key,  by  in’ro- 
dm  ing  the  horn  into  the  lock  ;  the  mark 
w’hlcli  the  ward  made  on  the  C(»n*b  fervtd 
him  as  a  guide  10  work  it  into  t!ic  form 
*  ecf jl'ary  to  apply  to  the  intricate  *■  iml- 
‘nc  '  I  the  lock,  \»  hich  had  been  invented 
I';  t..c  raplt  Ikilful  artifl  in  Magtleburg. 


The  many  ingenious  and  fingnlar  in- 
ventionts  which  the  baron  had  Cv'ntrivcd 
to  break  from  his  conlinemcnt,  made  the 
people  in  the  country,  whoaie  very  fii- 
perfliiious  and  credulous,  helieve  that  he 
was  afli.'ted  by  fome  iiiriuble  power,  and 
thf^y  were  aimofl  prompted  to  conlider 
liim  as  a  martyr  ;  which  the  Kim:  of  rnif- 
Ita  iKing  informed  of,  he  was  fiid  to  have 
given  oidcrs  for  the  execution  of  a  cri¬ 
minal,  who  was  called  bv  tiic  name  of 
Trtuek. — 'hhe  man  w.is  acHnaily  behead¬ 
ed  ;  and  it  was  iiniverlally  l»elieviil,  for 
bvcral  ycaiP,  that  Trenck  liad  fufltred  ; 
to  that,  wlien  lie  obtained  liberty,  many 
of  his  friends  could  feareely  he  made  ti> 
IkIicvc,  that  he  in  reality  exifled.— -Hy 
iT*any  it  was  fuppofed  that  tliis  criminal 
was  executed  to  hiiaier  tlie  iuterccfhoti 
of  Trenck’s  fiiends  at  Berlin,  who  were 
very  numerous  and  powerful. 

\7hile  he  was  in  his  cell,  and  fofecured 
as  to  be  depiived  of  all  hopes  to  contrive 
his  cfcape,  he  ufed  to  anuife  himlelf  in 
linging  Italian  airs  :  a  poor  htimane  fol- 
dier,  hting  pleaf'd  with  his  fliigiiig,  ex¬ 
claimed,  “  Sir,  I  am  glad  to  hear  you  in 
fuch  fpirits,  pray  ling  me  the  fong  over 
again  ;**  which  tliebaioii  accordingly  did, 
and  the  (oldier  exprefled  his  gratitude ; 
but,  to  his  great  furpiifc  and  horror, 
dVeick  found  the  mau  hanging  before 
him  the  next  morning  ;  and  it  has  been 
faid,  that  the  body  it  inaiiied  expoftd  to 
his  flglit  until  it  grew  exceedingly  of- 
fenfive. 

During  the  two  Ufl  years  of  his  con- 
rineineiii,  he  amufeil  himCelf  in  engraving 
his  name,  &c.  with  a  piece  of  flint  on  .1 
fl.ig  for  hit,  tomb-flone,  ami  in  carving 
very  curious  dciigns  cn  wood.  ^Amonglt 
trie  odd  things  he  employed  himfelf  in 
was  a  r^lvtr,  which  hr  wroiivdit  in  a  cu¬ 
rious  manner,  cmbciliflicd  with  fcveral 
ingenious  pieces  of  poetry.  This  f  ilver 
was  prefeiitcd  to  the  queen,  through 
whofe  inlcrcft  he  got  his  pimilhn'ciit  mi¬ 
tigated,  anti  was  therefore  conveytd  to 
more  airy  apartments. 

At  the  couclufion  of  the  lafl  war  be¬ 
tween  tlie  Kmprel' -Qjjcen  and  the  King 
of  Pruflia,  Tre^ckU  rcleaie  vi  ar,  flipuiattcl 
in  the  .irlicies  of  peace,  when  he  wa*-  r<»n- 
tlucted  to  Vienna,  and  rr.ade  major  of 
cavalry  in  the  Aufliian  army;  hul  m»t 
being  cor.rer.tcd  ith  the  rank  he  received, 
and  makinc  r*menir  about  the  pofTeflions 
i  f  his  uncle,  wl.icli  he  lof'lred  upon  as 
his  right,  .aiid  v\  hicJ»  Itc  coiitt  fled  for,  waj 
the  icafon  v\hy  he  was  turbid  to  rtlide  in

tin  ir  hoiuVs  and  ef'tdr  :  Hut,  pray,  Sir, 
v.  aiild  it  not  be  of  fome  coulidcrable  ad¬ 
vantage  to  the  nation,  a!id,  at  the  f^me 
tone,  doitig  honour  to  themfclves,  as  their 
uadinclk  would  declare  a  noble  public 
jpifity  il  our  Irgifiature  was  to  lay  the 
t  )llinv:i  g  tax  upon  every  pack  of  dogs, 
hi  ce  it  may  reafonably  l>e  fuppofed,  that 
«'’"ry  nobleman,  or  gentleman,  that  can 
ahvid  to  keep  a  pack,  can  very  well  af- 
t'*rd  to  piy  tint  tax  ;  if  not,  let  Ifm 

them  away  to  Ihofc  that  can,  or  dlf- 


pofe  of  them  to  the  beft  advantage  to 
pay  his  debts  withal,  and  learn  to  live 
quietly  and  boue/Vy  w’ithiii  the  limits  of 
his  income. — The  advantages  of  this  tax 
are  too  many  to  be  dw»  U  upon  at  huge. 
Howe  ver,  let  us  conlider  fome  of  them, 
by  w’hich  means  they,  as  well  as  the  ne- 
ccffity  of  it,  will  foon  appear.  In  our 
prefent  exigencies  for  the  public  fervices 
of  the  nation,  it  may  be,  I  humbly  pre- 
fume,  of  no  inronliderable  advantage; 
I  mean  if  it  is  laid  on  in  the  following 
manner,  and  provided  it  it  judicieu/fy 
and  honeflly  applied.  It  will  caufe  the 
demolition  of  vaft  numbers  of  ufclefs  digs 
which  are  really  of  no  other  fervice  but 
to  plague  and  devour  us,  and  therefore 
arc  much  heller  hanged  out  of  the  way  ; 
And  as  old  maids  and  bachelors,  and  old 
women,  arc  too  apt  to  be  fupcilliliouf- 
Ijr  fearful,  it  will  foon  rid  our  towns 
and  villages  of  ihofc  deatb/ounding  d'-.gs 
how  ling  under  their  windows,  and  theie- 
by  terrifying  fuch  harmlrfs  and  frojen- 
/'ir  people.  It  will  alfo  happily  prevent 
a  gnat  number  of  dogs  going  mad,  tlic 
dreadUil  effects  of  which  too  many  Jiavc 
already  felt,  and  do  perhaps  at  this  pre¬ 
fent  lime  unhappily  feel,  for  want  of  this 
falutary /r7x'.  We  are  told.  Sir,  in  hilto- 
ry,  “That  Solon,  Ihe  famous  Athenian 
lawgiver,  iiiiade  a  law  about  hurts  and 
iiijuiifs  from  hearts,  in  which  he  conn- 
mand.ed  the  maUer  of  ar\  dog  that  bit 
a  man,  to  deliver  him  up  chained  to  a 
yoke  of  four  cubits;’*  (f(*mclhing  like 
making  him  rtand  on  the  pillory);  and  no 
doubt  but  this  pleafant  device  for  peo¬ 
ple’s  ftcurity  gave'  the  dog  fair  plav  for 
iiis  life,  to  fee  if  he  had  the  fymptoms  of 
madncfsiipon  liim,  and  then  to  difpatch 
him  diitirtly.  We  arc  t<»ld  again  in  the 
fame  liiHory,  “  tliat  tht*  Grrciann,  in 
their  iurtrations,  or  facriHccs  of  purging 
their  cities,  earned  out  dogs,  ami  made 
very  great  ufe  t>f  that  ceremtuiy,  which 
they  called  the  faciijicing  a  drg.**  I 
think  the  revival  of  fuch  a  ceremony  as 
this  would  be  of  great  fervice  towards 
Urt'eningthc  number  of  nfelefn  dogs  in 
thofe  places,  where,  if  I  am  rightly  in¬ 
formed,  tlierc  is  one  week  in  the  >c.ir, 
called  Purgation  IVetk, 

Suppofe  then,  Sir,  upon  that  occ.Tfion, 
proper  orticers  were  apjv*inted  to  facri- 
fice  as  many  dogs  as  there  arc  days  in  the 
year,  would  not  this  be  of  fome  bnall 
fervice?  Provided,  1  fay,  thzt  om  legif- 
lature  do  not  think  fit  to  levy  this  ii'c- 
ful  tax.  Not  to  mention,  Sir,  hovv  fer- 
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vircaWc  it  would  be  to  the  fafety  of  tra-

For  examine 
any  p.art  lately  affected,  and  you  will  find 
there  a  tumefied  tendon.  The  caiife 
then  being  thus  difeovered,  the  remedy 
is  obvious.  Brace  up  the  velfels,  ftrength- 
en  their  Tides,  rellore  their  tone  in  order 
to  n  omote  a  due  circulation  ofthc  fluids; 
in  tn  liih,  tie  your  garter  tightly 
ri'mid  the  part  affedled,  and  you  may  de- 
ty  the  cramp. 

If  this  remedy  proves  effe^ual,  I  hope 
yourcoiTfTpondents  will  give  methefatif- 
i.iCtif  n  of  knowing  it,  by  your  afliflance ; 
aiu!  I  do  afliiie  them  it  has  never  once 
f.'.ilt  1  me.

In  tnis  ingenious  fpeculation  the  author 
has  analized  and  explaliitd  “  tliat  <|uali- 
ty  in  things  or  ideas,  wliich  makes  them 
provoke  pure  laughter,  and  entitles  ihcni 
to  the  name  of  liidii’rons  or  laughable 
If  then  it  beaffied,  Wliat  is  that  quality 
in  things  which  makes  them  provoke  that 
plcafing  errudlon  or  fentirnent,  whereof 
laughter  is  the  external  lign,  he  artfwei  R, 
It  is  an  uncommon  mixture  of  relation 
and  contrariety,  exhibited,  or  fnppofed 
to  be  united,  in  the  fame  afTembTige.  If 
again  it  be  aiked,  Whetherfuch  a  mixture 
wdl  always  provoke  laughter?  he  replies. 
It  wilTalways,  or  for  the  mod  part, excite 
the  rifible  emotion,  unlefs  when  the  per* 
ception  of  it  is  attended  with  fome  other 
emotion  of  greater  autliority,  fuch  as  mo¬ 
ral  difapprobition,  pity,  fear,  difguft,  ad¬ 
miration, 

Having  obferved,  that  wickednefsis  no 
object  or  laughter,  he  makes  the  follow¬ 
ing  judicious  remarks  on  the  fatires  of 
Horace  and  Juvenal. 

“  As  to  fatire,  we  milft  obferve,  that 
it  is  of  two  forts,  the  co;nic  and  the 
ferioiis  ;  tln.t  human  foibles  arc  the  pro-, 
per  objects  of  the  former,  and  vices  and
